PARIS, Jan. 9.—Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Charlies G. Dawes and Owen D. 
Young, American members of the

“The American experts up to 
this time have made no statement 
to the American press. Whatever 
they have to say now or hereafter 
will be by formal statement. They 
have been invited by the Repara- 
tion Commission to sit as members 
of the Expert Committee which is 
expected to develop facts and make 
certain suggestions 

“The American experts come 4s 
private citizens without instruc- 
tiors and without the obligation of 
making reports, except to the Rep- 
aration Commission. They have no 
preconceived plans, simply hoping 
that in plans developed by others 
they may be of assistance. 

“There is one statement, how- 
ever, which they have no hesitation 
in making at this time, and with- 
out consultation they assume it 
represents the sentiment of all 
members of the committee as well 
as public sentiment everywhere, 
to wit: That time is the essence 
of the situation; that the commit- 
tee is a business committee con- 
cerned with facts and constructive 
inference to be drawn from them; 
that their work should be conduct- 
ed with all possible expedition; and 
there should be daily, continuous 
sessions.’’ 

The statement is considered 
interested quarters as 
that the American experts are here 
for real work; that they propose to 
reserve all their time for the busi- 
ness in hand, and that they desire 
the experts promptly to get down 
tc work and stick to it until it is 
firished. 

Dawes and Young called at the 
office of the Reparation Commis- 
sion yesterday and met the mem- 
bers informally. Some surprise is 
expressed in French circles over 
the fact that both they as well as 
their advisers, Professors Kem-

He had no 
recollection and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral volunteered to refresh his 
memory, reciting that it was 
agreed that they should exchange 
letters, Siegel writing to Barrett 
an offer to withdraw if Barrett be- 
lieved the association illegal. Siegel 
denied there had been any under- 
standing, but said the general idea 
was that he would gladly withdraw 
from the association if Barrett told 
him it was illegal. 

It was brought out that the Hut- 
tig coneern and two other firms 
did withdraw the day Barrett 
wrote Siegel a letter, two weeks 
after the Mission Inn conference, 
expressing surprise that he had not 
received the letter he understood 
Siegel would write to him. 

Siegel testified he had been with 
the Huttig company 35 years and 
that for the past 10 or 12 years he 
had been its president. In reply to 
questions, he said he considered 
the ouster suit an injustice and in- 
sisted that his company was not a 
member of any price-fixing asso- 
ciation. 

He testified that he remained at 
the meeting at the Mission Inn, 
which he thought was purely a so- 
cial gathering, only about 15 min- 
utes. but said the mill men’s or- 
ganization was the subject of dis- 
cussion. When Attorney-General 
Barrett sought to go into the de- 
tails of the conversation, former 
I’nited States District Attorney 
Charles A. Houts, of defense coun- 
sel, objected upon the ground that 
Siegel had no power to make ad- 
mission for his company.

Mayor, in Statement, Says 
Public Sentiment Demands 
Law Enforcement. 


Mayor Kiel, after a conference 
today with Oliver T. Remmers, 
chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Safety Council, and 
City Counselor, Haid, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Henceforth there shall be no 
fronting permitted in Police Courts 

“It is recommended that Judges 
mete out stern penalties for traffic 
violations involving hazards, and 
increase fines. In no city in the 
United States has so much work 
been done in co-operation with the 
Safety Council as in St. Louis. 
{Physical improvements, such as 
widening streets, cutoffs and re- 
ducing hazards has been under- 
taken on a large scale. Police and 
directors of the several depart- 
ments have done active work to re- 
duce accidents. Public sentiment 
is thoroughly aroused and _ the 
missing link is law enforcement. 

“By hazardous offense I mean 
careless driving, recklessly driving 
in front of moving streetcars, 
passing street cars while taking on 
or discharging passengers, passing 
street cars to left on two-way 
streets, speeding, turning into traf- 
fic without signals, starting from 
curb without signals, failure to stop 
at boulevards, obstructing fire 
plugs and driving with -glaring 
headlights. These violations im- 
peril life, limb and property.”

Humane Officer Calied. 


Early last week the youth left 
for his home at St. Jacobs, Ill. By 
Friday the lowings of the cattle 
had become unbearable and neigh- 
bors summoned Robert F. Sellar, 
executive secretary of the Humane 
Society of Missouri. He found 46 
cows and a number of calves in the 
barn in a starving condition. Seven 
calves and a Shetland pony shiv- 
ered without food in a field. Four 
mules were tied in a barn without 
food or water. Two cows and a 
calf were found dead near the 
barn. Another calf was in such 
conditon that it had tobe shot. 

The only feed in the barn was 
silage, the chief purpose of which 
is milk production.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 8.—If 
the Missouri Legislature had said 


that the Attorney-General, in hnan- 
dling anti-trust prosecutions, would 
be a Special High Commissioner of 
Involved and Intricate Litigation, 
or, in fact, just any kind of a Comni- 
missioner, Attorney-General Bar- 
rett probably would be $24,000 be’- 
ter off than he is.

Apparently the Attorney-General 
became enmeshed in one of those 
tangles of legal technicajities in 
which lawyers enjoy catchlig 
clients of other lawyers. 

Purpose of Law. 

Realizing that the $3000 salary 
fixed by law for the Attorney -Ge’:-

The organization was simple. . It 
was a union of Communist parties 
of the world. It so Happens that 
the Russian Communist party runs 
the government of Russia. But it 
does not necessarily follow that the 
party which runs the government 
is the same party that meets the 
revolutionaries at the annual ban- 
quet and swaps reminiscences and 
hopes with old friends. 


Here’s the difference: The al 
sian Communist party, meeting 
with the International. decides to 
ship agitators to British domaina. 
All good standardized revolution- 
ista agree it is the proper thing to 
do. But unfortunately the British 
Government, which has a trade 
agreement with the Russian gov- 
ernment, objects. The agitators 
are withdrawn. 


Simply put, there's a vast differ- 
ence between the needs of the 
Russian government and the aspir- 
ations of the Russian Communist 
party.

Group of Southern Power Com- 
nies Make Rental Proposal, 
With Fertilizer Provisiom

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A new 


offer for the electric power to be 
generated at Muscle Shoals, prom- 


ing a return of $100,000,000 to 
the Government over a period of 
60 years, was tendered today by 
nine principal associated power 
companies of the Southern states. 

The offer does not include the 
nitrate plants, which would be left 
free for the manufacture of fer- 
tilizer by Henry Ford, or anyone 
else who could come to terms with 
Congress, and specifically reserves 
a certain part of the power to be 
developed at the Wilson Dam next 
year for the manufacture of fertil- 
ers under such terms as the Gov- 
ernment might prescribe. 

Representative Hull of the 
House Military Committee really 
developed the new proposal by his 
recent request to the Federal Pow- 
er Commission to invite offers for 
the hydro-electric energy to be de- 
yeloped at Wilscn Dam in 1925. 

Ford Offer “Inadcquate.” 

After the submission of the offer 
today Hull, ina statement declared 
the Ford offer “utterly inadequate” 
and “of doubtful possible benefit” 
by comparison. He said he would 
introduce an appropriate resolution 
in the House. 

That part of the offer which pro- 
vides for the manufacture of fer- 
tilizer, a point which has been the 
storm center in all the negotia- 
tions and discussions for the dis- 
posal of Muscle Shoals to Henry 
Ford, is as follows: 

“Under the plan proposed ample 
provision would be made for the 
supply of electric energy for the 
manufacture of fertilizer at Muscle 
Shoals, such energy to be supplied 
at actual cost to the licensee.” 

Although the offer itself does 
not disclose the fact, it is known 
that certain manufacturers not 
now connected with the fertilizer 
business are prepared to disclose 
new processes which, it is said, 
when used in connection with 
hydro-electric power, promise rev- 
olutionary developments in the 
production of fertilizer and  tre- 
mendous reductions in price. 

Hull declared the new offer. 
which proposed to return approxi- 
mately $100,000,000 to the Govern- 
ment over a period of 506. years, 
feaving the whole property subject 
to recapture by the Government, 
while providing also power for 
manufacture of fertilizer, “serves 
to show the fnadequacy of Henry 
Ford's offer,” and said that ‘‘from 
almost any standpoint the Ford of- 
fer must now appear of doubtful 
possible benefit.”

Lilburn G. McNair, 68 years old, 
real estate dealer, member of an 
old-time St. Louis family and 
grandson of the first Governor of 
Missouri, died suddenly at a din- 
ing table at the Racquet Club last 
night.

To test linen we uae both the 
eve afid the sense of touch, for a 
common test - tt “ae tee 
weight of linen as it is raised in 
the hand—tlhe heavier the weight 
the more genuine it is. Moisture 
spreads rapidly on linen and soon 
but a drop of water on cot- 
ton will not be absorbed for some 
time. In general, linen yarn is ir- 
regular in appearance (as clearly 
shown in a crash or coarse linen 
toweling), while cotton is more ex- 
act and even intwist. If you break 
the threads itn a piece of goods 
quickly across, the cotton-threads 
will usually curl up. while flax 
threads remain smooth. 

The buyer must beware of an 
excess or sizing or dressing in white 
materiais, for frequently all cot- 
ton, or mixed material, is made to 
appear like linen because 4 is 
heavily ‘‘dressed’’ with starch or 
other substance to make it appear 
very shiny and of heavy weight. 
While reai linen has a gioss pecu- 
liar to itself, it is not crackly and 
does not glisten excessively. It is 
cheaper qualities which look shirly 

-but this shine disappears at the 
first washing, leaving the true fab- 
ric and weave fully exposed. 
Crushing in the hand will also in- 
dicate the difference between linen 
and all or partly cotton goods. 
Wuality linen is soft and yielding, 

elastic and tough and is not 
and crackly. 

Another point is the manner of 
bleaching~——that linén 
‘grass bleached”’ is more satisfac- 
tory than theematerial which is 
eally bleached. One can ridé 
for miles in Ireland and see linen 
spread endlessly to bleach on the 
grass “Unbleached linens’ are 
less expensive to buy because of 
less loss to manufacture than 

bieached’’ linens, where 20 to 25 
per cent of the weight is lost in the 
bleaching process, 

In selecting tadie linens it is wel! 
to bear in mind that while a cloth 
having a border and distinct pat- 
iern is more attractive, that for 
the same weight, it is cheaper to 
buy the muterial by the vard. In 
selecting a ‘‘damask’’ niaterial see 
that it has a strong. rounded 
thread. Double damask is the 
most beautiful with the pattern 
showing more distinctly on the 
wrong side of the cloth. There is 
a definite number of threads to the 
inch in damask, as ¥80 threads for 
medium quality, 220 threads for 
fine quality, which can be noted 
by a “weaver’s glass” or should at 
least be inquired about from the 
salesman. An all-over pattern is 
preferable to one with plain bands 
because in ironing the design is 
likely to become out of shape.

then washed with a dilute acid. 
This process gives a lustrous ap- 
pearance and makes the yarn feel 
silky, it also permits it to take dye 
readily. But the consumer should 
always know that what is featured 
as ‘“‘mercerizéed damask” is really 
cotton and never linen. Cotton may 
also be treated to a calendering 
process of pressing between rollers 
to produce a smooth glazed sur- 
face. This pressing permits vari- 
ous wateréd and moire or 
fects. which, alas, s0on 
and wear away. 

Since table linen is something we 
do not buy frequently and since it 
is an article that must stand the 
hardest wear of stain, grease and 
laundry, we should cértainly choose 
extreme care, being sure 
that we are buying quality materia!
